Farrell and Clark, of 
Jeffersonville, and hes been urged forward with 
a rapidity that, while tt has not affected the aub- 
stantial character of the work hase astonished 
even Gen. Weitzel himself. The construction 
of this dam will throw a lere volume of water 
into the Kentueky channel, and will greatly m- 
prove Portland bar.

RUNAWAY EPIDEMIC. 


A General Smash-up Among the 
Teams ix — Yesterday— 
Nobody Hart, 

Every now and then some evil spirit seems to 
get into the horses. For a week or more they 
quietly perform their daily toil upon the streets 
without the least unusual stir, and then, all of a 
sudden, here and there they fly off at a tan- 
gent, tearing and plunging through the streets 
with all the fury of a whirlwind, dragging wag- 
ons, Carriages, buggies and carts behind them, 
running into the teams standing upon the 
streets, tearing down shade trees and lamp-posts 
upon the sidewalks, throwing mud over the cloth 
of errant pedestrians, striking terror to the 
hearts of women and children, setting up 
afurore among all the dogs,both great and 
small, in the track of their wild stampede, and 
finally ending their mad career by running upon 
the curb-stones, upsetting their burden and 
smashing things generally. Yesterday six teams 
were taken with the runaway epidemic, and 
went thundering through the streets in difleront 


started down Guthrie from near Second street. 
On reaching Third street both wagon and horse 
were upset. The wagon escaped uninjured, but 
the horse hobbled away upon wounded legs. 

About 3 o'clock the horse attached to Sweit- 
zer's sewing machine wagon became frightenea 
on Geiger street, and ran frantically to Wenzel 
and Franklin streets, where the wagon turned 
over upon the sidewalk and was badly smashed. 

Soon after a horse and buggy, minus the 
driver, went flying out Preston street acro.ia Jef- 
ferson, and was last seen from that corner mak- 
ing full speed toward Broadway. 

Two mules, drawing an ale-wagon, went tear- 
ing up Jefferson street about half-past 5 o'clock, 
spilling bottles along the street as they ran, and, 
when opposite the Atweod engine-house, above 
Prestoa, ran into a large two-horse transfer 
wagon, which caused a panic among the transfer 


horses, and they, too, wheeled iute lime and 


went plunging wildly in the same direction. 
The mule-team was halted near Jackson street, 
but the horses wont thundering on with their 
heavy wagon until out of view, toward the head 
of Jefleraon. 


‘Another smash-up oceurred at 2 o'clock on the, 


corner of Jefferson and Second streets. While 
on its way to the fice the Bunce hook and ladder: 
wagon collided with a country wagon, the 
former smasking the bed of the latter, but doing 
no other damage. 

The horse attached to Loetterie’ 8 grocery ex- 
press, while quietly standing at a grocery in 
front of Woodland Gardea, in the forencon, 
deliberately made ” wide circuit 
im the street, walking slowly until the 
wheels were clear and himself and wagon headed 
straight on the road, and then darted of with 
the apeed of the wind down the street. He was 
brought to a stand-still by some persons on Clay 
street. This horse was always noted for his 
gentleness, but he showed a determination yes- 
terday to indulge in a spree, as he made a second 
attempt before night to try his speed while in 
harness. 


OVARIOTOMY. 


A Twenty-one Peund Tamor Re- 
moved—A Delicate and Dangerous 
Operation. 

The operation known as ovariotomy was per- 
formed yesterday on Mrs. Jane H. Todd, on 
Twenty-first street, near Walnut, by Des. T. J. 
Griffiths and Newman. Sixteen other most Gis. 
tinguished surgeons of the city weré present to 
witneas the operation, which was of the most 
delicate and dangerous character; but it is 
hardly necessary to say that it was skillfully exe- 
euted. This operation, one of the wonders of 
the nineteenth century, and the glory of its per- 
fection, belongs entirely to Kentucky surgeons. 

The operation of ovariotomy was first per- 
formed by Dr. Ephram McDowell, of Danville, 
on Mra. Crawford, of this county, mother of ex- 
Mayor Crawford,in the year 1808. The most 
learned medical men in the world, especially in 
Europe, condemned it as a barbarous set. The 
world stood agnast at the thought of a stomach 
being opened, the entrails taken out, relieved of 
an ugly tumor, and then replaced. The danger 
to life was thought to be too great, and hence 
the medica! fraternity condemned the opera 
tion. Dr. McDowell, however, thought other- 
wise, and repeated the operation thirteen times, 
during his life, only one case proving fatal, 

It was fifteen years after his death bef 
other surgeon would attempt what he had done. 
In the meantime chloroform was discovered and 
called to the assistance of the profeasion. Dr. 
Atlee, then of Philadelphia, with the aid of chio- 
roform, successfully removed an ovarian tumor, 
and since that time the operation has been fre- 
quently performed, the late Dr, Bradford, of 
Augusta, Ky., being celebrated for his skill and 
success in such cases, About thirty-three per 
cent. of the patients usually die, we are told. 
when chloreform is used,

during which the patient lay as motioniess as 
could have been desired.
